1 . Applicant should notice that the priority document, JP 2002-0527, cited in 
the first paragraph of the specification is not consistent with the one recited in the 
declaration filed on February 26, 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In'Claims 1 and 3, the molecular structure of compound (C) is not complete, 
i.e., it is not clear as to what substituents are attached to N atom and one of the 
carbon atom. 

4. Claims 1 and 3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.

13, lines 2-20) However, Melancon 
does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a diorganopolysiloxane (A) or (A') (i.e., 
not a copolymer ) as set forth in the present invention. 

5. Claims 2 and 4-6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action 
and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
